Summary of Helos from the Far Gast.. 


JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port are to the 24th March. The outward 
mail of Jan. 15 (P. and Q.) arrived on the 10th March, the 
French mail of Jan. 21 on the 13th, and the P. and O. mail of 
Jan. 29 on the 23rd. The latter conveyed London telegrams to 
Feb. 19. The Japan Times says :—“The unvaried punctuality 
with which the P. 0. Companyjhas performed the mail service 
under the new contract was a theme of general remark and com- 
mendation.” From the same paper we extract the following items 
of general news :— 


In our last we had to report an outbreak of typhoid fever, 
from which more than one death had resulted, and a consequent 
hospital meeting, at which it was determined to erect a permanent 
building of considerable size, in provision inst future attacks 
of epidemic. A far larger sum than is likely to be necessary, as 
it seems to us, has been subscribed for, particularly as we are 
happy at last in having received the long-expected scheme for 
the drainage and improvement'of our streets. This is the work 
of Mr. R. H. Brunton, Chief Civil Engineer to the Government 
of Japan, who came hither last year notably to erect light- 
houses on the coast, but whose services have also been given 

ito the community for;this highly important sanitary reform. To 
readers abroad the details of his scheme would possess little in- 
terest ; it is enough to say that it is able, practical, and economi- 
cal, and that we anticipate little difficuly in its execution. Our 
friends at home may, therefore, reassure themselves regarding the 
health-risks that we run here, and if we fortunately get through 
the coming hot season unscathed, we may again claim for Yoko- 
hama the credit of being, what 1t ought always to have been, a 
sanitarium for India and China. 

We had nothing to report last mail in politics, and on this oc- 
casion, though certain information is in our possession regarding 
the movements against the ex-Tokugawa pirates in Hakodadi, 
for obvious reasons we cannot yet give it to the public. It has 
been stated that the gold mine ifand of Sado had been taken 
by them, but there is no truth in the report; nor is there in 

e statement that a fresh rising had taken place near Nee-e- 
gata, the origin of this rumour being a riot among the peasantry, 
who conceived certain interests of theirs would be injured by the 
cutting of a canal intended to connect two branches of the river. 
From the North we hear that the French engineers have strongl 
fortified Hakodadi, and are preparing torpedoes for the Stonewall, 
should she attempt to enter the harbour. Forewarned is forearmed 
however, and torpedoes are not beyond the reach of drags. Rice and 
ammunition they have in plenty, but no money, and as the large 
majority of Enomoto’s soldiers are not inspired by any fanatical 
enthusiasm for anything except boos, this want is found to be a 
serious one. Emissaries of the late Shiogoon are at work amongst 
them, too, and signs of disunion have already manifested them- 
selves in their camp. There is a reasonable prospect, therefore, 
that serious fighting will be avoided ; if not, as Enomoto has but 
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6,000 men in all to resist the whole force of the empire, the result 
of a campaign is in no way doubtful. 


The currency question appears to be exciting attention in the 
South, and the Z//ogo News has an article on the subject. As, 
however, the writer bases his argument on the theory that Foreign 
Powers in treaty with Japan should force the Japanese Govern- 
ment to put its Mint under Foreign control, prohibit any issue of 
paper money. and compel a strict adherence t» a standar I, we can- 
not go with him. The control of its currency is the chief pre- 
rogative of a Government, and, however our trade may suffer, it 
would be a frightful breach of the law of nations for us to do 
more than reason with our ally and point out the inevitable result 
of his present suicidal policy. We can support our arguments 
with the most telling examples drawn from our own national his- 
tories and by the exhibition of coins from every numismatic 
museum in Europe far more debased than has ever been the boo, 
or by bank notes, assignats and greenbacks that have heen at a 
discount much lower than that ever reached by the kinsats. If 
they take warning from our folly and use our experience to avoid 
the evils which we have suffered, they will indeed have a claim 
to be called “a remarkable people.” But we must not talk of 
compulsion. 


His Majesty the Mikado will leave Kioto for Yedo about six 
weeks hence, and it is believed that his purpose is to take up his 
ermanent residence in the Northern capital. 
wajima, Minister for Foreign Affairs, arrived by the Sx’tan 
on the 22nd instant, accompanied by Goto Shiojiro, the officer 
killed a month ago by our Yokohama and Hiogo contemporaries. 
A strange rumour is current among the better classes of Japanese 
to the effect that several principal Daimios have it in contemplation 
to give up their sovereign rights as Princes into the hands of the 
Mikado, their armies and navies to become state services, and thus 
to create a strong central power. This idea has as yet assumed no 
definite shape as a proposition, but it is significant that it should 


even have been mooted. We shall discuss the subject fully in our 


next. 


The Japanese Government have resolved to place copper on the 
same footing with other articles of trade, and to allow its free ex- 
portation at an ad valorem duty of 5 per cent. This step has 
elicited much satisfaction in mercantile circles. 


HIOGO AND OSAKA. . 

The Hiogo and Osaka Herald says:—“ Osaka at present (11th 
March) is in somewhat of a feverish condition; rumours of an 
expected rising and other reports of an equally alarming nature 
are current. It is impossible, however, to give a reliable account 
of the cause of these statements, as no two native officials will give 
the same version of what is stirring or is likely to happen in the 
eity and its neighbourhood. One account, which we think can be 
pretty well depended on, is that numerous bands of Yokugawa. 
ronins are endeavouring to incite the populace to revolt. Yokoi’s 
murder is attributed to these masterless samourai, and the 
native authorities are taking the strongest precautions in case these 
misguided savages, whose numbers are unknown, shall break 
out into open revolt. In the Foreign settlement soldiers 
are posted in the Custom House and Bonded Warehouses, and 
eighty men that Falstaff would have rejected are billeted at 
H.B.M.’s Consulate. Numerous bodies of troops are often seen 
moving about, and a general feeling of disquietude can be noted 
on the faces of native officials and others. Business, no doubt 
owing to these causes, is at a perfect stand-still. 


“In Kioto it is reported that disturbances have already taken 
place, but no authentic intelligence has as yet been received here, 

“A Japanese hotel, bearing the euphonious appellation of Vaux- 
hall Gardens, has been opened. It is intended for the accommo- 
dation of Foreigners, and great care has been taken that the 
creature comforts peculiar to Foreigners are of a satisfactory 
nature. As we have not yet had time to make a personal inspec- 
tion of the kitchen and bar-room, we shall forbear oriticising the 
cuisine and internal accommodation department.” 





NAGASAKI. 
The following, apparently the only item of news from this port, 
is from the Nagasaki Fimes :— 


“ We are sorry to learn that a few days ago a well-known resi- 
dent was drawn upon by a Yakunin in the Custom-house of Me- 
i. The gentleman in question was there by a pouiument to 
meet several officers of Kaza, and to receive from them a sum of 
money due to him. Some dispute took place concerning the amount, 
and in the midst of the discussion one of the Yakunins (the captain 
of the Kangi-no-kami), we are told, rushed to the sword rack, and 
seizing his weapon, drew it from its sheath, and flourished it about 
the head of the surprised Foreigner. The gentleman kept very 
cool, and told the interpreter present that he was not afraid of the 
sword, and it would be better if hisfriend would put it up. It is 
much to be regretted that the Foreigner had not a revolver, for 
we are almost longing to see an example made of some of these 
cut-throat gentry. omplaint was made to the Japanese authori- 
ties through the gentleman’s Consul, but of course without any 
redress being obtained. The Yakunin is now gone to Kaga,”

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Snanenat, March 30, 1869. 
By the Pacific mail, which left this on the 20th inst., you learned 
that the English mail of the 29th January arrived here on the 
sth, two days before its time. The mail of the 12th February 
is due to-day, but up to the present has not been signalled. 

An abstract of the trade and Customs revenue for the past 


year, as compared with the previous four years, has just been 


published by the Inspectorate. During this period of five 


years the total forcign trade with China yielded a revenue in- 
creasing from Tls. 6,145,432 in 1564 to Tls. 8,002,751 in ls6s. 


In this there is an allowance made for native produce carried in 
foreign ships. ‘lhe total annual value of the trade with different 
rts 
to foreign countries ; the imports being Tls. 71,121,213, and the 
exports Tls. 69,114,733. But, in addition to these, Tls. 7,029,900 
worth of opium is stated to have passed into the country under 
the notice of the Foreign Customs Establishment. 

The tonnage dues for the past year amounted to Tls. 203,767. 

Ying, Taoutai of Shanghai, has been promoted to the Acting 
Provincial Treasurership, and T’u,a native of Kiangsi, who has 
hitherto had no dealings with Foreigners, replaces him. 

On the 24th inst. the flags of the Foreign Consulates were 
veal at half-mast, as a token of respect to the late Duke of 

rabant, whose death was officially announced on that day. 

A Court of Inquiry into the cause of the grounding of the 
Everest was held on the 1th inst., and the pilot in charge of the 
vessel, having been on board the Julilce when a similar accident 
happened, was reprimanded and his certificate suspended for two 
months. Several vessels have been lost near the Yangtsze Cape, 
where the Zve7est was on shore, and had the weather been rough 
that ship might not have been saved. She appears, however, to 
have sustained little or no damage, having been examined in 
dock ; but the expenses incurred in anticipation of the vessel re- 
quiring assistance will necessitate the payment of a general 
average. The pilot of the /ccrest has ne the captain for Tls. 89 
pilotage. The claim was withstood on the ground of incompe- 
tence, but the Court held that the charge of unfitness was not 
proved, and gave judgment for the amount claimed. 

By the French mail which left on the 24th inst. Viscomte Bre- 
nier de Montmorand, late french Consul-General, returned home. 
M. Breniecr’s departure is universally regretted, both by his col- 
leagues and by the Chinese merchants resident in the French 
Concession. Before leaving he was presented with a pair of Wan- 
min-san, or State umbrellas. He is succeeded by M. Dabrey, who 
has hitherto been Consul at Hankow. 

The following will give you and your readers an idea of the 
value of property in Shanghai. On the 22nd inst. was sold the 
Fung Mow property, including the hong known by that name, 
another dwelling house, godowns, «c., the whole standing on about 
10 :now 9 fun of ground, for Tls. 27,000 ; after which fifteen shares 
in the Shanghai Gas Company were disposed of for Tls. 100 each, 
five shares in the same company for Tls. YS each, and two shares 
in the Shanghai Race Course for Tls. 114 each. On the 25th the 
following prices were realised : —Twenty-three shares in the Shan- 
ghai Gas Company at Tls. 99 per share, aud a lot of ten in the 
same company at Tls. 98; two shares in the Union Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, with a dividend of 10 per cent. guaranteed for the 
past year, sold at Tls. 256 each ; two other lots, consisting of three 
and five shares respectively, were sold without dividend guarantee 
at Ts. 254 per share; and a third lot of three sold at Tls. 253 
each ; ten shares inthe French Gas Company went at Tls. 25 per 
share. ‘I'wo shares in the Shanghai Club were also offered ; but 
there was no bidding. 

A new branch of trade has sprung up in Shanghai, the Costa 
Rica having taken 2,500 dozen eggs on her last trip, for the San 
Francisco market, where by last advices they were selling at four 
cents each. 

A meeting of silk inspectors and others was held on the 19th 
inst., when the following resolutions were adopted. 

I. That in order to assimilate, to some extent, the practice of 
China to that of foreign countries, no smaller weight than one 

ound avoirdupois be used in weighing silk, and that a bale weigh- 
ing lbs., 107 is to be held to weigh 8&0 catties only, and nothing 
over allowed for. 
With respect to this it was shown that on an average export of 
60,000 bales there was, by taking fractions into account, an ann 
loss of no less than Tls. 67,500. 

IT. That muster bales be taken at actual weights. 

III. That a Committee of reference of five be chosen by ballot 
by the present mecting to receive any complaint or griev- 
atces from both Foreigners and Native Silk Dealers. to be laid be- 
fore a meeting to be called every six months to discuss all questions 
relative to the trade. 

That the Committee appointed be requested to have the resolu- 
tions printed in English and Chinese, and copies be delivered to 
ae silk brokers and dealers who signed the circular of May, 
1865. 

IV. That the Committee be requested to ascertain the average 
loss of weight on the different kinds of silk tojthe different Euro- 
pean markets. 
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V. That an allowance for tares on Throwns and Re-Reels be 
made a universal custom in the silk trade. 

VI. That the resolutions with regard to weighing and tares take 
effect from the Ist June. 

VII. That the committee be requested to communicate with the 
Commissioner of Customs and the agents of the mail steamers to 
endeavour to arrange for a more convenient mode of paying the 
export duty on silk than that at present in vogue. 

IlI. That the proceedings of this meeting be sent to the 
Chamber of Commerce for the information of that body. 
_ Messrs. Miller, Helbling, Annett, Brand, and Peters were 
elected members of the committee appointed by Resolution 3. 

It was stated by one gentleman present that every bale pays 
28 dols. at Nanzing, as follows :—'Tax to mandarins, 16 dols.; tax 
for Hangchow Wall, 2 dols.; tax for mandarin’s household ex- 
penses, 2 dols.; tax for the poor, 2 dols.; tax for Li Footai, 
6 dols. ; total, 28 dols. 

The bachelors of the Settlement entertained their friends on the 
evening of the 18th inst. at a ball held at the Shanghai Club. In 
spite of a terribly inclement evening, the attendance of ladies was 
very numerous, and the ball a triumphant success. 

On the 23rd the second of the Temperance Society’s lectures 
was delivered before a very large audience by the Rev. E. W. 
Syle, on “ The Countries We Visit.” The U.8. Consul-general 
kindly placed his court room at the society’s disposal for the 
evening. 

I mentioned in my last that an official expedition had been sent 
up the Yangtsse to explore the river, with a view to estimating 
the capabilities of the various poe new ports. In consequence 
of the accidental non-arrival at Hankow of the little steamer 
Faust, Admiral Keppel asked Li Hung-chang, now Governor- 
General of Huquang, for the loan of a small steamer, the Dragon. 
The Viceroy ia said to have refused, on the ground that the pro- 

exploration was contrary to the treaty. The Admiral, how- 
ever, intended to push on as soon as the Faust should arrive, but 
in the meanwhile despatches were received in Shanghai from Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, countermanding the expedition, in consequence 
of the reported murder of a French bishop in Szechuen. We have 
yet to learn whether the new instructions reached Hankow before 
the steamer started. 

A letter from Sir Rutherford Alcock to Mr. Medhurst, in reply 
to an 2 reve from Dr. Macgowan for aid in establishing Bi 
graphs, has been published. I would commend the following ex- 
tracts from it to the attention of the officials who have been 
talked over by Mr. Burlinghame :— 

So far, the effect of all the arguments adduced, and the constant 
representations made, of the advantages to be derived from rail- 
roads and telegraphs, has not been such as to encourage any san- 
guine hopes of progress in this or any other direction. 

You may inform Dr. Macgowan, however, that there is no argu- 
ment in favour of telegraphy referred to in his letter which has 
not becn repeatedly and earnestly pressed upon the attention of 
the Ministers of the Tsung-li Yamen, and no objection to it on 
the part of the Chinese, that has not becn met in the way he 
would indicate, by my colleagues and myself. You may also 
add that, of the desire for progress which the Chinese Mission, nov: 
in Europe, assured Dr. Macqgowan’s countrymen was so ardent and 

al with the rulers in China, there is no evidence here. If any 
opes are built upon its existence, therefore, I fear there is 
oe but disappointment in store for those who indulge in 
them. . . : ° . ° . , ‘ ° , ° 

The P. and O. steamer Sunda will take with the mails 537 
Chinas and 58 Japans, in all 595 bales of silk. 

It seems to be forgotten that all treatics hitherto made with 
China have been such as were dictated by Foreign Powers, and in 
accordance with their views rather than those of the other con- 
tracting party. The revision at present in contemplation will take 
place under totally different circumstances. Nothing new can find 
place therein, which is directly contrary to Chinese views of their 
interests in relation with Foreign Powers. If the rulers of China 
cannot be made to see the advantage to themselves and the na- 
tion, as well as the  eraninbatate and safety of Inland Steam Navi- 
gation, railroads, and telegraphic lines, or the working of mines, and 
residence of merchants in the interior with exterritorial privileges 
attaching, it is very certain they will not yield to any force of ar- 

gument and reason, or earnestness of friendly counsel. And if 
these do not prevail, what other means remain, apart from the 
employment of force and means of coercion? But this would be 
to make the refusal to listen to our suggestion and demands for in- 
creased advantages a casus belli. It cannot be necessary toremind Dr. 
Macgowan that, so far as this ultima ratio of Governments and na- 
tions is concerned, the United States of America could be no party 
after the signature of the “additional articles,” and the assurances 
they contain. It is quite certain they will not force telegraphy, 
orany other improvement, upon an unwilling Government here. 
And, I may add, it is equally certain that such a course would be 
contrary to the tenour and spirit of the instructions of the British 
Government, and opposed to the whole course and tendency of 
public opinion at home. Whatever, therefore, may be the desire 
of the best friends of China, and of foreign merchants, to see her 
advance in the path of progress, and enjoy the increased prosperity 
which the adoption of the several improvements iy sate to would 
do so much to secure, I cannot feel justified in the present aspect 
of affairs in holding out any hopes of material modification in the 
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policy or disposition of the Chinese Government in regard to 
pelesrapas and other similar innovations on established customs 
and habits. 

With regard to this letter, the Supreme Court ard Consular Ga~ 
zétte, which is notoriously under official management, assures its 
readers that another war is the only possible solution of the pre- 
sent Chinese questions. 

From Chefoo I hear that H.M.’s gunboat Jnsolent has been sold 
to Messrs. Jansen, Vassmer and Oo. for Tls. 5,000. 

I subjoin translations of some interesting native documents re- 
cently published :— 


I. Notification by the Taoutai of Shanghai regarding abusive 

it sect addressed y Forsgners : 

It is well known that the inhabitants of every locality apply 
nicknames to those of every othor,’as, for instance, ia this province 
the people of the north bank of the river are called Tai-tzu by 
those on the south, and those on the south Man-tau by those on 
the north; and through long custom and intercourse these 
epithets give no offence. It must be remembered, however, these 
terms are only used when speaking of strangers, and in their ab- 
sence ; and we return in all cases to our traditional consideration 
for each others’ feelings when brought face to face with those 
strangers. It would be out of the question to address any one 
present by such epithets. 

Now, it may very well be that in former time some Chinamen 
would call all Europeans “ Kuei-tsu,”—a far more indelicate 

hrase than either “ T’ai-tzu” or “ Man-tzu,’—and this might 

ave becn very allowable before the days when Foreigners were 
allowed to trade in China. China ard foreign nations being now, 
however, bound together by treaties and commercial intercourse, 
exert themselves to preserve amity; and it is by no means 
right to adhere to the custom alluded to. It is difficult for any 
ono to take it in good part, when he hears sucha term of abuse 
applied to him. 

At the request of the British Consul, I issued this proclamation 
for the information and guidance of the whole people, civil and 
military. Should any Foreigner pass near your homes, you must 
address him as “ Yangjén ”—and by nootherterm. Contravention 
of this proclamation will be visited as severely as the law allows,

putting down this obnoxious practice. 


II. Imperial Edict regarding Opium Cultivation. 
' Regarding the memorial presented by Censor Yew Pih-chuen, 
“ conveying strict prohibition of the cultivation of the poppy in 
order to save the people from ruin ;” we find that the evils arising 
from the cultivation of that plant have a serious effect on the live- 
lihood of the people. It first commenced in Kansuh, and from thence 
extended to Shense and Shanse, and lately the cultivation of the 
same has been taken up in some parts of Kiangsu, Honan, and 
Shantung. Ignorant people being ambitious of profit have 
neglected the evils; they only see what is before them, 
and the consequence will be that all rich plantations will 
be covered by that useless weed, which will very serious 
to the livelihood of the people. Strict prohibitions were 
once ordered, and we now again command you, Governors- 
General and Governors, to give immediate instructions to your 
officers to notify fully to the people that the prohibition is being 
enforced ; and should any bad characters dare to set the pro- 
hibition at defiance they will be instantly visited with the full 
penalty of the law. Should any magistrate fail to have this pro- 
perly attended to, and thereby allow himself to be misled by his 
under officers, and constables under false representations ; let his 
superiors immediately cause him to be reported and puni.hed ; 
and do not you conceal his conduct in the slightest degree.

III. Commission conferring military rank of the fifth grade upon 
Mr. Rolls, of the Kiangsu Arsenal. wee : 


The Lieutenant-Govecrnor announces that on the 3rd January, 
1869, he received a despatch from the Governor-General of Hu- 
quang, stating that on the 19th September, 1868, he, being then 
at Te-chang, in Shantung, forwarded a memorial to the Throne, 
setting forth that in expelling the rebels from Anhuei, Hupeh, 
Honan, Shantung, and Kiang-si, several persons proved themselves 
worthy of reward, aud that certain officers of the naval forces, 
commissariat, and other departments were alike entitled to consi- 
deration. On the 26th September, 1868, the Governor-General 
reccived a swift despatch, stating that the Imperial will had been 
declared regarding another memorial; and on the same day a 
formal despatch dated on the 23rd September, 1868, was received. 
In this it was stated that the officers recommended were rewarded 
in the manner indicated. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, taking the names on the 
list, oh copies of this for the information of the persons con- 
cerned. 

a Mr. Rolls—the button of the fifth rank. Dated Feb. 15th 
1869. 

This rank, it should be remarked, is military. Indeed, Macart- 
ney is the only Foreigner who has obtained genuine civil rank 
from Peking. 
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TAE NORTHERN PORTS. 

A Tientsin correspondentwrites :—“I expressed a doubt in my 
last letter as to the degree of importance to be attached to the 
Emperor’s opium edict ; and I am now still further persuaded 
that there isno such definite intention to prohibit the local growth 
of the poppy, as was reported. You will be glad to hear that 
Tseng-kwo-fan has not yet come down with his threatened army.” 

A Neechwang correspondent writes :—“ The ice commenced to 
break up on the 3rd March; but at Tien-chuen-tai, fifteen miles 
higher up the river, native carts are still crossing. Although at 
times there is no ice near the settlement, it will not be safe for 
shipping much before the 20th. Last year the Miaca arrived on 
the 10th, and had to go on shore to save her from the floatin 
masses of ice. Except a few bold fishermen, natives do not launc 
their boats till after the 15th. Malwa is rising ; natives offer to 
buy at Ts. 540, but holders want Tis. 10 more, on account of news 
from the South of arise. Dealers are slowly coming in from the 
country, and at present are lukewarm in their demands for goods. 
I hardiy think the market for 6$c. will i at more than Tis. 
2.20 or Ts. 2.25—a poor price for holders of last year’s stock. The 
Customs are looking out for a spot for a lighthouse on the coast.” 





HONG KONG. 

The present mail brings advices from Hong Kong to the 6th 
April. The outward French mail of Feb. 18 was delivered on the 
Ast April. The local news by this opportunity is comprised in the 
following extracts from the China Mail :— 


yi Another “tale of the sea” comes to us illustrative of the pirati- 
cal doings of manstealers. The Chinese gunboat Tien-po, Captain 
de Longueville, in the i sa a last month, while cruising off 
the coast of Tonquin, fell in with and destroyed an armed junk, 
there being evidence of the piratical intentions of the crew. The 
Tien-po lay at anchor in the neighbourhood, and was joined soon 
after by a large junk, in a very friendly manner, and apparently 
with the most innocent intention. Captain de Longueville, 
however, not being satisfied of the asserted authenticity of the 
papers produced by the junk’s master, instituted further enquiries, 
and found on boarda large number of men, who declared they had 
been kidnapped from San-chuan. Capt. de Longueville, having 
satisfied himself that the statement was true, took possession of 
the junk and sent the captured men on shore, giving them some 
money and provisions, to enable them to reach their homes. The 
‘unk and its crew he took to Canton and reported the circum- 
stances to the authorities there. We hear that the crew were be- 
headed on the 20th instant. Itisno joke being defendant ina 
Crown action of that sort ! 

Considerable astonishment has been caused by the sudden 
vanishment of a gentleman well-known in the Colony, who held the 

osition of manager of works to the Union Dock Company. Mr. A. 

. Mitchell is said to have taken a chair, in which he and two 
boxes were transported one evening to one of the wharves, after 
which a sampan was hailed, and he and his boxes were shoved off. 
He left orders for his chair-coolies to be in waiting next morning 
at half-past seven at Wanchai; and in waiting the chair-coolies 
were accordingly until nine or ten o’clock. Information was first 
conveyed to the Dock authorities by the chair-coolies referred to, 
when Mr. R. S. Walker communicated with the Captain of 
Police, being then under the impression that there had been 
gome accident, or that the absentee had met with foul play at 
the hands of the sampan men. [Further inquiries, however, 
show results of a different kind. The disappearance of the gentle- 
man evidently was well planned and not unskilfully carried out. 
His dwelling-house was pretty well weeded of its valuables, his 
rent was in arrear, and his clothes and private papers have gone 
with him. It is almost certain that he had steered himself on 
board the American ship Shirley (Captain Ferguson), which vessel 
sailed on the same day for San Francisco. 

There can be little doubt that Mitchell fled from monetary em- 
barrassments which were likely to encircle him in a variety of 
ways. He was a man who, from a commercial point of view, had 
“many irons in the fire,” and as some of these are spoken of as 
likely to become red-hot, the explanation of his flight becomes 
more easy. It is a matter of congratulation to the shareholders of 
the Dock Company that he has done nothing, and has not had the 
opportunity of doing anything, prejudicial to the accounts of the 
eompany ; but the same comfort cannot be given to many with 
whom the absentee has had personal transactions. Many worthy 
peo le mourn his absence, and will not be comforted under a 

ouble-figure column of thousands of 7.1.7’s. But besides this, 
there is a feeling of regret that one who had made many friends 
in the colony should have cut them in a manner so sudden and s0 
equivocal. Recent changes in the management of the Union 
Dock Company are said to have considerably influenced the gen- 
tleman’s departure, his opportunity of engaging in private specu- 
lations under the company’s connection having been much les- 
sened ; and this, together with difficulties which loomed in the 
distance, is said to make up the motives for his hasty flight to 
California. 


A fresh collision has taken place between the savages of the in- 


terior of Hainan and the Chinese troops stationed in the south of 


the island. Two Chinese military officers were killed, and 
siderable number of soldiers wounded. : ee 
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Leave to appeal on the part of the Crown against judgment in 
demurrer Regina v. Saint was opposed on the 30th ultimo, before 
Chief Justice Smale, by defendant’s counsel. The petition was 


withdrawn, the Attorney-General saying he should apply to the 
‘Privy Council direct for leave. Defendant has made arrangements 


accordingly. 
The Registrar-General’s report states that the loss to Chinese 


landlords during the past year, owing to the fall in rents, is put 


down at one hundred thousand dollars. 

The following notes are from a correspondent :— 

A telegraphic scheme for connecting the Indian lines with 
Siam and Saigon, and thence to Hong Kong bya submarine cable 
is in progress, under the auspices of Mr. Augustus Heard 
(American), Mr. Kresser (French), Mr. Pollard (British), in con- 
nection with Mr. Parker (a merchant of Saigon). This has caused 
some renewed activity on the part of Mr. Read, of Singapore, who 
goes to Bangkok in order to take steps for putting Ris scheme 
into operation. Now that he has an opposition he must move along 
and get his company formed for laying down wires from Maul- 
main to Singapore and Bangkok. It is high time this matter was 
carried out. 

Visitors to Hong Kong need no longer trouble their friends to 
uarter them. The Hong Kong hotel is a building of very large 
aineusions: built to suit the climate, and in every respect a com- 
fortable abode. For a good room and an excellent table the charge 
is four dols. per day, but for a stay of over a week schildaratly 
less is charged. 

The Dantas Trade Report has the following important note on 
silk packing :— 

“Some remarks made by Mr. Barnes, agent to the P.and QO. 
Company, upon the subject of packing, are noteworthy. That 


gentleman said that the steamer agents had noticed that in some 


instances silk was much worse packed than formerly. He had 
seen bales on board the steamer on Shanghai with the rope off 


already. Consignees in London, of course, bring the state of the 
bales to the notice of the P. and O. office there, who blame the 
= ages here ; whereas the real blame lays with the bad packing. 


e Japan packing was far superior to anything he had seen in 


China. Many bales were packed in gunny, and tied with strong 
rope.”

SINGAPORE. 
From Singapore our advices are to the 13th April. The out 


ward mail of March 12 was just coming in. We gather the fol- 
lowing news from the Straits Times :— 


There has been one meeting of the Legislative Council during 


the Pada at which the only subject under consideration was 
the <desira 


ility or otherwise of introducing the penal code of 


India to be the criminal law of the Scttlements. A fair amount 


of discussion took place, and though some difference of opinion 
was expressed, the second reading of the Bill was assented to 
without division. The proceedings of the Council at this last 
meeting were, for the first time, reported by a shorthand writer ; 
but the result does not appear to be so satisfactory as was ex- 
pected, and the report bears evidence of considerable revision and 
amendment in the production. 


This may be satisfactory to mem- 
bers whose rhetorical shortcomings are thus screened, but it is 
scarcely what the public expected by the appointment of a paid 
shorthand reporter. 

The chief subject of general interest which has absorbed atten- 
tion is the necessity for the adoption of measures calculated to 
give greater security in cases of conflagration. Many valuable 
suggestions have been thrown out, and it is to be hoped that the 
next calamity of the kind which occurs here will find us better pre- 
pared for it. A volunteer fire brigade has been organised, compris- 
ing in its ranks the great majority of the residents ; officers have 
been named, and its management entrusted to a committee, who 
will, doubtless, obtain for it from the Legislature some recognised 
status to render its effectiveness complete. It is also strongly 
urged upon Government to constitute a Court of Enquiry to in- 
vestigate the causes and particulars of every serious conflagration 
occurring in the city. The inconveniences arising from the absence 
of some such tribunal have had ample illustration in the instance 
ef the late fire, where every effort towards enquiry must partake of 
@ grave criminal character very disagreeable to all concerned. 

rom Labuan we have the address of Governor Hennessy to the © 
Legislative Council there, which presents a most satisfactory pic- 
ture of the condition and prospects of that colony. A surplus re- 
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venue, increasing trade, and contentment among the people, are 
wholesome signs of good government. 

A correspondent sends us the following items :-— 

Mr. Read, the co-concessionaire with Mr. Paterson in the tele- 
graph scheme between Rangoon, Singapore, Bangkok, d&c., will 
shortly proceed by the steamer Weazel for Bangkok, with a view 
of carrying out some further arrangements with the sores 
and it is expected that he will shortly be able to send forwar 
the scheme to London in such a state as to form the company, ob- 
tain the capital, and have the wires sent out. An opposition 
scheme is in progress at Hong Kong. 

One of the French transports, Za Creuse, arrived on the 9th 
from Suez with troops for Saigon. They are generally considered 
as food for fever. Three transports of 3,000 tons are kept going 
between Saigon and Suez at a prodigious cost. 

The P. and O. steamer will take about 250 of the 8th Madras 
Native Infantry, and the remaining number will go by an early 
opportunity, leaving here the 7th M.N.I., about 800 strong, and 
pert of the 75th (English), about 450 strong, the head-quarters 

eing at Hong Kong. 

Mr. Scott, of Bangkok, who has been released on pardon accord- 
ing to instructions from the Home Government, proceeds to Bang- 
kok previous to leaving for England. It is his intention to pro- 
mote an inquiry to establish his innocence of the Erin barratry 
case, on which he was convicted. The Consul at Bangkok, Mr. 
Knox, was the promoter of his arrest and trial; and will, of 
course, be deeply interested in Mr. Scott’s proceedings. 

The Austrian frigates, with the members of the expedition, have 
not yet arrived, although a month overdue. 

It is stated that several of the wealthy Chinese merchants in 
tnis colony have it in contemplation to establish a local Marine 
and Fire insurance Company, and that they have written to China, 
Penang, &c., to solicit the co-operation of their friends in this 
important undertaking. 


Commercial Report. 


STRAITS, CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxoHAMA.—There had been more than one depressing influence to 
affect the market during the fortnight —the depreciation of the native cur- 
rency, which had raised the value of the dollar ; considerable arrivals, and 
some rather heavy auction sales of damaged goods. Business was almost 
at a standstill, home advices and a proper feeling of prudence keeping im- 
porters firm, while the Japanese would not give even quoted prices, a 
small concession on which was necessary to effect sales of almost any 
staples. During the earlier part of the fortnight a fair business was done 
in yarns at last mail’s prices; Shirtings were but sparingly dealt in, and 
in other cotton goods little was done. We note sales of good qualities of 
Black Velvets and some Chintzes, Muslins and Cambrics were sold 
at low rates. Woollens remained as before, Camlets being still 
difficult to move and Blankets the same; the small demand for Figured 
Orleans continued as the only noticeable feature in the market. Current 
quotations :—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24, per picul, $45 to 46.25; 28-32, 
$47.25 to 48.50; 88-42, $49 to 50. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, 
$2.50 to 2.55; 8-4 to 8-8 lbs., $2.774 to 2.823; White Shirtings, $2.80 
to 8.60. T-Cloths, $1.80 to 2.25; T.R. Cloth 8 lbs. 24 yds. 32 in. per 
Ib., $0.85 ; Spotted Shirtings, White, per piece, $2.90 to 3; Camlets, S, 
per piece, $14.50 to 15.50; SS, $13 to 14; Long Ells, $8 to 9.50; Cloth, 
Broad, per yard, $1.50 to 2; Blankets, per lb., $0.50 to 0.55; Iron, 
nail rod, per picul, $3.40 to 3.70; hoop, $3.19 to 8.40; bars, $3.30 to 
8.60; pig, $1.05 to 1.15; Lead, $7.50 to 7; Tin, $17 to 18. 

TrextTsin.—The market for Grey Shirtings was firm; 6§$ Catty Goods 
had been selling at Tls. 2.2.2. to 2.2.5. White Shirtings were in demand 
at Tls. 2.2.5 for 56 reed, and Tls. 2.4.6 for 64 reed. 7 lb. Mexican T-Cloths 
were quoted Tls. 1.9.2 to 2 per piece. 

SHANGHAI.—Cottons: Most classes of cotton manufactures had been 
active during the fortnight, the chief demand having been for T-Cloths 
and White Shirtings. Grey Shirtings showed an advance of 2 to 3 can- 
dareens, and were quoted—7 lbs., Tls. 2 to 2.0.5; 8} to 84 Ibs. Tls. 2.2.2 
to 2.2.8; 9 to 92 lbs., Tls. 2.8.5 to 8.2.0. Best 7 lb. T-Cloths had been 
cold at Tis. 2.1.0, and ordinary and medium makes at Tls. 1.9.0 to 2. 
White Shirtings were 5 to 10 candareens higher, the demand running 
chiely on good 60 to 64 reeds. Drills had not been in much 
favour during the fortnight, but there was more inqury at the 
close. Woollens and Worsteds: Business in most kinds had been 
small, but considerable sales of Figured Orleans are reported. 
Metals.— Lead had been dull during the fortnight, and rates somewhat 
easier until the close, when there was some inquiry, and Tls. 6.39 was ob- 
tained for L.B. Common brands exchanged hands at Tls. 6.20. Ex- 
ports since last mail comprised 2,870 piculs to Foochow and river ports. 
Imports—none by Barbadian, and a small lot of Sheet only by Taitsing. 
Nail Rod Iron: Holders having slightly given way in their demands, a 
fair business had been done in Nail Rods at about previous quotations. 
Bars continued to be inquired after, but importers were still asking more 
than dealers cared to pay, consequently no transactions had taken place. 
Coals: Large arrivals of Australian coals had depressed the market for 
all kinds, and quotations must be considered nominal. The arrivals had 
been 100 tons from Great Britain, and 4,053 tons from Australia. The 
current quotations were as follows:—Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, 
Tls.

Hankow.—This market, both for Cotton and Woollen Goods, had been 
active during the fortnight. Grey Shirtings at onetime reached Tis, 2.2.7 
to 2.8.2 for 8} lbs., but the closing quotations were Tls. 2.2 3 to 2.2.8. 
Heavier makes had been in good demand at advanced prices, 9} Ibs, closing 
at Tls. 2.9.5 to 3.2.0; 7 lbs, were also in request at Tis. 1.9.8 to 2.0.8. 
T-Cloths: 7 Iba. to 8 lbs. had met with more attention. White Shirtings 
were higher by about 15 candareens, and the supply had not been equal to 
the demand. Drills were stfll quiet, with few transactions. Fancy Cot- 
tons continued in fair demand, and Dyed Goods were quoted higher. 
Woollens and Worsteds: in Camlets a large business had been done at 
former prices. Scarlet Long Ells had advanced to Tis. 6.5.0 to 6.6.0 for 
good chops, and were in demand.

Hoxa Kona.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s Cir- 
cular dated April 5:—Cotton yarn: A gradual improvement has taken 
place throughout the interval, and an advance of $2.50 per bale has been 
established; operations have been largest in Nos. 16 to 24, while the de- 
mand has been very strong for Nos. 28 to 32, and the increased prices at 
which these numbers have been held have made the Chinese eagerly take 
up the inferior parcels offering, to the neglect of the better lots held at 
higher rates. Piece Goods: The aggregate of the purchases for the fort- 
night is large, though to a considerable extent swelled by the operations 
of foreign speculators. Grey Shirtings have been taken to a fair extent, 
and sales amount to some 30,000 pieces, consisting}principally of 8-4 Ibs., 
which are now quoted 24 to 5 cents dearer; speculative enquiry has 
existed most in these kinds: 9.12 to 10 lb. goods are in very light 
stock, and have advanced correspondingly with 8-4 lb. Settlements 
of 6 to 7 lb. T-Cloths amount to some 55,000 pieces, reducing 
stocks to a minimum, embracing a fair proportion of good quality, 
at advanced figures; 8 to 10 Ibs. have not been inquired for, though they 
have shared in the enhanced values with other weights. White Shirtings 
have continued in demand, and transactions have been restricted to 54 to 
66 reed, prices for which, with increased request, have moved upward, 
while the better qualities have not had equal favour. Turkey Reds have 
been further dealt in for Japan, and have likewise felt the advance. The 
market for drills of all kinds is bare, and since the sale “to arrive” last 
reported no transactions have occurred. Some 1,920 pieces Ameri- 
can Sheetings, partially damaged, ex a late arrival, were disposed 
of at public auction at $4.60 to 4.80 per piece, the competition 
in the bidding showing a much better feeling for this class of goods, 
which might now be disposed of privately at advanced rate upon last 
quotations. Woollens: The market is without life, and sales have 
been very limited. Purple, green, and dark blue Long Ells are asked 
for at slightly higher prices, but nothing has transpired, and other kinds 
are neglected. Lastings are lower; a sale of 360 pieces has been made 
by a foreign house, showing a decline on previous rates. BBB Camlets 
may be quoted 50 cents better; Dark Blue are still Inquired for, and 
would easily command last quotations. Metals: A farther improvement 
is noticable in Nail Rod and Bar Iron, while Hoop has receded slightly in 
value. Steel is quoted 10 cents dearer, a demand for the northern mar- 
kets having sprung up. For the first several days of the fortnight Lead 
was taken fairly at former rates, but the inquiry soon ceased, and prices 
again gave way; holders, however, are looking for arise in value. Tin 
is very firm, and there are no lots on offer. Quicksilver is lower. Coal: 
Arrivals have been—3,623 tons Sydney, and 1,134 tons Cardiff; of the 
former, 2,346 tons readily found purchasers at $7.50 to $7.75 per ton. 
Ginseng: No transactions whatever have occurred, and there have been 
no arrivals to replenish stocks, which are now quite limited. Holders con- 
tinue very firm, and do not seem at all desirous of courting offers. The

SINGAPORE.—At the commencement of the fortnight there was a good 
demand for Manchester staples, and a fair amount of business transpired, 
but subsequently the market had been very quiet; quotations had been 
firm, and there was little alteration to report. Grey Shirtings 39 in. 8} 
lbs. sold freely at $2.85 after the departure of the last mail, but there had 
been a less active inquiry since; stocks of 7 lbs. were light, a limited 
business had transpired, prices firm; markets nearly bare of 6 lbs. and no 
sales reported; 45 in. shirtings wanted and stocks cleared. Madapollams 
enquired for, none in first hands. T-Cloths of all descriptions had met 
with an active demand and a good business had transpired, rates firmer. 
Dutch drills quiet, stock light. Yarn of low numbers inactive; No. 40s 
dull of sale and business limited, quotations slightly weaker. White Shirt- 
jogs of all qualities had met with a good demand, prices were firmer, 

and a considerable business had been done ; Imitation Irish Linens in active 
enquiry. Cambrics of fine makes in more request, and No. 24s of low quality 
also placed to some extent. Figured Shirtings improved in value, and in 
more inquiry. In Dyed Goods there was little change. Plain Dyed 
Shirtings and Dyed Figured Shirtings showed no alteration. T. R. Cloth 
had received more attention, and sales to some extent had transpired, but 
there was no improvement in values. Prints of good assortments in fair 
inquiry. Metals: Bar Iron had been placed to some extent at low rates ; 
the stock was heavy. Lead declined in value, owing to lower rates ruling 
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in the China markets. Yellow Metal firmer, and stocks in first hands very 
light. The market bare of Copper Sheathing, Brass Wire in demand; 
no stocks. Gunpowder unsaleable in any quantity. Coals dull; con- 
sumers had heavy stocks on band, there was no demand, and prices were 
nominally much lower.

YoxouamMa.—The market was virtually closed. A few buyers had 
endeavoured to make smal! purchases, but the pretensions of holders and 
the inferiority of stocks had prevented more than a trifling business. Set- 
tlements were about fifty bales, consisting of Hanks and Oshus; and about 
fifty more, Sudai and Ida, went forward by M. I. steamer as reshipments 
from Hiogo. Arrivals 100 bales, making a stock of 900 bales. 

SHanouat.—Measrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co. in their Circular of the 30th 
March report as follows:—For the French mail, which left bere on the 
24th inst., the business amounted to 311 bales, at rather higher prices for 
chop Silks, common sorts being unchanged ; and, with the addition of 500 
bales for the present steamer, settlements for the fortnight are estimated 
at 800 bales. The following prices have been paid for well known chops: 
Choopings, No. 2, Tis. 600; No. 3, Tls, 580; Donkey, No. 3, 5524; Blue 
Peacocks, Tls. 480, and Red Peacocks, Tls. 450 ; the two latter being very 
common indeed.

490; and best re-reeled Hainins have 
fetched from Tls. 560 to 610 per picul. whilst medium and common silks 
are rather firmer, but show no sufficient change to alter quotations. Trams 
and Organzines, being scarce, are held for higher prices. 


STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SincArorE.—Prices generally were firm, and transactions had been 
limited ; supplies of the principal staples were coming in slowly. Gambier 
advanced in value after the last mail, and had touched $3.12} per picul, 
but the market closed easier, and dealers were offering to sell at $3.10 
per picul, about 600 tons had been taken up.

Guita- 
percha again advanced, and in active demand for good quality at high 
rates. India-rubber maintained previous prices. Coffee nominally higher ; 
no supplies of Bontyne had come forward.

A TELEGRAM from Philadelphia, through the Atlantic Cable, states 
that the Pacific Railway was completed at half-past two o'clock on the 
afternoon of the 11th inst. With regard to the traffic on the railway, 
it appears that the preparations making contemplate a weekly emi- 
grant train at the beginning, to be increased as the demand may re- 
quire, and at cheap rates. But those cheap rates will not be as tow as 
they have becn by the Isthmus route, emigrant ticketa by which have 
been as low as £10 from New York to California. The charges at 
present contemplated by the railway are approximately estimated ag 
follows :—From New York to Chicago, 960 miles, £3 15s.; Chicago 
to Omaha, 496 miles, £3 10s.; Omaha to Salt Lake, 1,070 miles, £8 ; 
Salt Lake to San Francisco, 775 miles, £15 10s. ; total, 3,299 miles, 
£30153. In the statement of distances, adding six miles for ferriage 
from Oaklands to San Francisco gives a total of 3,305 miles. It is 
said, however, that the company has promised to reduce rates after 
the lst of July next, when the cost of a through ticket will probably 
not exceed £23. The cost of meals and other incidental expenses are 
estimated at a total of £5 for the trip ; and most third-class passen- 
gers would lessen this item by furnishing their own supplies. “ At 
these rates,” it is observed, ‘‘to say nothing of the labour and fatigue 
of a railroad ride of three thousand miles, there will not, in the na- 
ture of things, be many pleasure travellers, and there is much diver- 
sity of sentiment as to the amount of freight, local or through.” 

THE commercial treaty between Japan and Germany now under the 
consideration of the Zollbundesruth contains the following provisions. 
The King of Prussia is permitted to send diplomatic agents to Japan, 
and these are to have the right of travelling freely through the coun- 
try. The seaport towns, Hakodadi, Hiogo, Kanagawa, Nagasaki, Ne- 
e gata, and Ozaka, as well as the city of Yedo, are opened to Germans. 
The Japanese authorities are to render every assistance in their power 
to German vessels in distress, and men-of-war are to be allowed to 
take in provisions and deposit stores without paying duty.

LORD GRANVILLE AND THE STRAITS SETTLE 
ENTS. 


Tue deputation recently sent to the Cotontat SECRETARY 
by the Straits Settlements Association was a movement of 
immense importance, not only to the communities imme- 
diately interested, but to all those Eastern colonies of Great 
Britain that enjoy the privilege of being governed by a 
Legislative Council similarly constituted to that of the 
Straits Settlements. Our report was not completed in time 
for insertion in the Telegraph of May 8th, so that we had then 
to dismiss the subject with a brief record of facts ; we now 
present (in another column) a full and accurate account of 
the proceedings, to which we invite special attention, as the 
reports which have been published by some of our daily 
contemporaries are far from being correct. In fact, some of 
them would rather convey an impression that the Association 
was not prepared with any well-defined plan to submit to 
raat aca a whereas this is the very reverse of the 

uth. 

The principal grievances—to use a well-worn term—of 
which redress is asked, may be classed under three heads. 
First in importance comes the reckless expenditure of the 
colonial resources which commenced with the regime of 
Governor Orp, and which to the present day exhibits signs 
of growth rather than abatement. On this head the depu- 
tation had scarcely a fair chance of being heard, for Lord 
GRANVILLE confessed at once that his attention had already 
been called to the matter, and that by the previous mail he 
had sent despatches to Governor Orp respecting it. It would, 
perhaps, be premature as well as impolitic to press for im- 
mediate information as to the exact tenour of these despatches, 
but we may remark, en passant, that they could hardly be 
too stringent in their tone. The excesses that have drawn 
forth what we trust will be found to be a stern re- 
buke, will admit of no palliation. The Govrrnor re- 
cently put forth a statement to the effect that the 
colonial accounts would be found to show a surplus, 
and by some dexterous process of manipulation an apparent 
surplus may, perhaps, be exhibited; but the result of an 
examination of the Government accounts for the last two 
years, by an independent committee, shows that there must 
in reality be a deficit. During these two years the expendi- 
ture has increased in the ratio of about £50,000 per annum, 
and an unparallelled development in the resources of the 
colony would be needed to admit of this, and even then it 
would be impossible to justify the objects for which the enor- 
mous outlay has been incurred. Lord GranvILueE did not seem 
inclined to admit this view of the case ; but some allowance 
must be made for official reticence, and it would be strange 
indeed if an administration so ferociously economical as Mr. 
Guapstone’s would deliberately sanction prodigality in a dis- 
tant colony any more than at home, 

On the second great question—the burlesque of a free 
Legislature—his lordship was not prepared to stem the tide 
of argument, and one or two feeble attempts in that direc- 
tion proved utterly futile. There can be no question that 
under the present system the non-official members, who are 
the only representatives of the governed, are entirely without 
&® voice in the deliberations of the governing body. Indeed, 
on this point Lord GranvitiE so far endorsed the views of 
the Duke of BuckineHam as to own that the rules of the 
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Colonial-office compelled the non-official members to vote 
en masse for all Government measures. His lordship cer- 
tainly endeavoured to justify this attitude by reviving the 
ancient official dogma that the Government members of the 
Legislature properly represent the interests of the mixed 
Oriental population, as distinct from those of the Europeans 
—but the fallacy of this was so obvious that it hardly needed 
to be exposed. Every one who has even the slightest know- 
ledge of the Settlements is aware that Natives of all . 
races regard the non-official members as their true and 
fitting representatives, and this for an obvious reason. The 
Chinese of the Straits are essentially a trading class, and as 
& consequence are in constant and intimate contact with the 
English merchants ; their interests are not only identical; 
but are acknowledged by the Chinese to be so, in proof of 
which the Municipal Board—in the election of which these 
Chinese have a large voice—is invariably found to consist of 
the leading European residents, generally merchants, planters, 
or professional men, whose knowledge and experience is de- 
rived from (on an average) some twenty years’ residence in 
the colony. Even when these old residents retire, their busi- 
ness, generally carried on in the same name, continues to be 
the object of the same kindly interest on the part of the 
Chinese, and there were doubtless many among the geatle- 
men who composed the Deputation last week whose names 
are still “household words” among them. On the other 
hand, the official members of the Council, instead of inspiring 
this entire confidence, are regarded simply as servants of the 
GovERNOR, and probably in many cases not unjustly. They 
are gentlemen who naturally look for advancement in official 
life, and as a rule have little interest in the colony besides 
their pay: 

Lord GRANVILLE asked the deputation whether they pro- 
posed to adopt the elective principle in the choice of the 
popular representatives, and if so,on whom would they con- 
fer the franchise? And the question instead of placing them 
in a dilemma, as perhaps his lordship anticipated, was an- 
swered most fully and satisfactorily. The elective principle, 
if adopted (which was not, however, insisted on as a sine 
gua non), might be modified, if thought advisable, by a cer- 
tain right of veto, vested in the GoverNor. The nominations 
might proceed from the Chamber of Commerce. As for the 
fitness of a large proportion of the Oriental population to ex- 
ercise the franchise, it has already been exemplified in the 
case of the Municipal Board, as noted above ; and even the 
election of a Chinese to a seat in the Council itself need not 
be fraught with any evil consequences, for they have already 
sat at the Municipal Board, and as police-magistrates, without 
inconvenience or dissatisfaction to any one. One thing is 
certain; by whatever means it is to be accomplished, an 
equalisation of the two elements in the Council will be the 
only means of obtaining a fair representation of the Colonists, 
and maintaining a salutary check on the public expenditure. 

Lastly, with regard to the relations between the GovERNOR 
and the Supreme Court Judges. It is undoubtedly the fact 
that in other Crown Colonies the Judges are subject to the 
Colonial Legislature; and there is justice in Lord Gran- 
VILLE’s remark that to make them entirely. independent 
would be dangerous. But this was not asked for. The Colo- 
nial Judges should be responsible to the Home Government, 
that appoints them, and to the Home Governmentalone. Be- 
sides, Lord GRANVILLE, in his observations on this point, greatly 
undervalued the checks that exist in Eastern colonies on the 
action of a judge. The colonial press is by no means sparing 
of its criticisms ; public opinion is strong, and is expressed 
with considerably less reserve than at home, and members of 
the English bar practice in the Court. Lord GRANVILLE 
cast aslur on the colonial judges by assuming their infe- 
riority to the occupants of the bench at home ; but at any 
rate they are fully of the same calibre as the generality of 
Colonial Governors. Again, it must be remembered that for 
half a century the Oriental population have been accus- 
tomed to venerate the judges for their known impartiality, 
which was attributed to their entire freedom from any local 
influence ; and the supposed source of this impartiality being 
swept away, the belief in its continuance is imperilled. They 
have regarded the judges as nominees of a superior power, 
sent to administer justice alike between European and 
native, official and private, suitors; but by being 
placed under the local government they are entirely 
deprived of this status in the eyes of a large proportion of

not one of the superior order that we have indicated as being 
eligible for the magistracy, &c., but one of the lower and 
more prejudiced class that necessarily form the majority— 
and let us suppose that he has a disputed claim on, or com- 
plaint against, a Government official, or some person likely 
to command influence with the Government. Formerly, he 
would have left his case confidently in the hands of the judge, 
and accepted his decision—even though adverse—with equa- 
nimity. But under the new system he would be only too 
apt to say, ‘ What shall I gain by going to the Supreme 
“Court? The Judge, like all the rest, is nov only a servant 
“ ofthe Governor.” And an adverse decision, however just, 
would be received with dissatisfaction, as emanating from a 
source no longer above suspicion. 

It is to be hoped that on reflection the CoLontaL SEcrE- 
TARY will see that, however startling the propositions of the 
Association may have at first appeared to him, they are in 
the main just and reasonable. We hear that the leading 
members expect to have another interview with his lordship 
shortly, to explain some points on which he has expressed a 
desire for further information ; and these oonferences can 
hardly fail to prove stepping-stones to at least some amelio- 
ration of the hardships from which the colonists are now 
suffering. 


TELEGRAPHS FOR THE STRAITS AND CHINA. 

WE expressed an opinion not very long ago that the time 
had arrived for the merchants of China and the Straits Set- 
tlements to join in undertaking a line of telegraph which 
should bring them into immediate connection with the Bri- 
tish-Indian scheme, by means of a submarine cable from 
Galle to the Straits, and thence to China; a proposition 
which at first sight may seem rather a bold one, but which, 
when examined, will be found to present few serious diffi- 
culties, for the longest section of the proposed series of cables 
would be but two-thirds the length of that about to be laid 
between Aden and Bombay. From an article in the Bang- 
kok Summary we gather some particulars of an enterprise 
promoted by a few merchants of Hong Kong and Saigon, to 
establish a neutral line of telegraph between Moulmein and 
Touron, in Cochin China, va Bangkok and Saigon, and from 
Touron to Hong Kong, by a cable 600 milesin length. This, 
it is believed, may be completed and brought into operation 
in a couple of yéars, and as the existing system of Indian 
telegraphs—such as it is-—already extends to Moulmein, 
China would thus be placed in communication with Europe. 
Such a line would be most valuable now, and in the future 
would be rendered doubly valuable by the construction of 
the one we have advocated, from Ceylon, va the Straits. But 
it seems, according to the Straits Times, that this scheme 
would interfere with the concession already obtained by Mr. 
Reap fora telegraph connecting Moulmein with the Straits 
by a route which would also include Bangkok and Saigon. 
As Mr. Rsav’s company—the Eastern Asia Telegraph Com- 
pany—is preparing to commence operations, it would be a 
pity to allow anything else to interfere with it ; but could 
not an amalgamation be arranged to the advantage of both 
undertakings? It would be a strong combination, and might 
command any required amount of capital for future ex- 
tensions.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

Our prediction that the directors of the P. and O. Com- 
pany would find it advisable to place their Japan service on 
a similar footing to that of the Messageries Imperiales, by 
orgauising a separate service between Hong Kong and Yoko- 
hama, has been fulfilled. It is now announced that steamers 
belonging to this company will in future perform a fort- 
nightly service on this line in addition to the present service 
between Hong Kong and Shanghai, and the effect of this 
will be a saving of five days on the homeward and two or 
three on the outward passage. Some of the home papers, in 
announcing the impending change, have inferred that the 
acceleration would affect the entire route between England and 
Japan, but this is of course a misconception ; the service is 
continued as heretofore between Marseilles and Hong Kong, 
and the saving of time is effected by transmitting the mail 
between that port and Japan direct, instead of wa Shanghai. 
We may congratulate the company on their pfompt recog- 
nition of the expediency of this alteration, and the residents 
in Yokohama on the undeniable advantages that will accrue 
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mail which left London on the 23rd April, and the homeward 
one due here August 9, which will bring Yokohama advices 
to June 16, instead of June 11, as by the old time-table. 

At Singapore things appear to work more smoothly, and 
we no longer hear complaints of an insufficient time being 
allowed at that port on the homeward route. But anxious 
as the directors evidently are to give effect to any practical 
suggestions for improvements, we still hear a “growl” against 
the company now and then. With reference to the landing 
of passengers at Marseilles, for example: when the steamers 
arrive late in the evening, might not some arrangement be 
made for the accommodation of the passengers on board 
until the morrow? Our attention has been called to the 
case of the Poonah, which reached Marseilles on the 29th 
ult., and went alongside the wharf at 9 p.m., a most incon- 
venient hour to land, especially for ladies and children, who 
on this occasion formed a large proportion of the Poonah’s 
eighty odd passengers. Indeed many of the children were 
in bed. Yet the whole of the passengers, without exception, 
were ordered to land at once, even those who pleaded for a 
night’s rest on board being denied the boon. That such 
treatment as this is in accordance with the spirit of the com- 
pany’s instructions to their commanders, we cannot for one 
moment believe. 

We hear the company has entered into a contract with 
Messrs. Carrp and Co., of Greenock, for a new screw steamer 
of 3,400 tons burthen and 600-horse power, which, when 
completed, will be the largest vessel in their fleet. 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—O— 
DEPUTATION TO EARL GRANVILLE. 

On Tuesday, the 4th instant, a numerous and influential deputation, 
consisting of several members of Parliament and a number of gentle- 
men interested in the Straits, waited upon Earl Granville at the Colo- 
nial-office to represent the evil results of the system of government a3 
at present existing at Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, and to call the 
attention of his lordship to the reckless and extravagant expenditure 
of the present Governor, Sir H. St. George Ord, and the strong feeling 
of indignation and resentment which he has contrived to excite in the 
colony within the first two years of his administration. 


Among the members of the House of Commons (some of whom, 
however, were prevented attending by ths unexpected morning sitting 
on the frish Church Bill) were R. W. Crawford, Esq., Jacob Bright, 
Esq., Sir Frank Crossley, Bart., Lord E. Bruce, Lord C. Bruce, Vis- 
count Bary, Sir F. Goldsmid, J. B. Smith, Esq., G@. Armistead, Esq., J. 
Beresford Hope, Esq., Colonel Gray, R. Dalgleish, Esq., E. H. J. Craw- 
furd, Eisq., Alderman Lusk, C. Reed, Esq., J. D. Nicol, Esq., the Hon.

The Right Hon. E. Horsman, in introducing the deputation, spoke 
as follows :— 


“The gentlemen whom I have the honour to introduce to your lord - 
ship to-day represent, and most efficiently and fairly so, the colony of 
the Straits Settlements, a young and thriving community, which has 
been latterly subjected on the part of the local government to a series 
of changes and experiments in Icgislation and finance which had 
aroused among a people formerly contented and happy a spirit of 
dissatisfaction and even disaffection.” Mr. Horsman then explained 
the grounds upon which the transfer to the Colonial-office had been 
advocated, and in reply to a remark of Lord Granville that under the 
former government there had been complaints made, explained that 
these were rarely ifever against the local government, and inferred 
the justness of the complaints from the fact that they had in almost 
every instance been redressed. He proceeded—‘‘ The machinery of 
the Government that has been put into action has proved anything 
but a boon to the Settlements. Where you have a governor and a 
council of your own ina distant colony everything must depend on 
the character and qualifications of the Governor, and the constitution 
of the Council. In the Straits, the Council is composed partly of 
official and partly of non official members, the former being practically 
ag nine to three, but it is the rule of the Colonial-office that all official 
members must vote as a matter of course with the Governor. 

Lord GranviLLE: No, no; I must correct you there. 

Mr. Horssan: I will refer your lordship to a despatch of the Duke 
of Buckingham, your lordship’s predecessor in office, and there you 
will find explicit instructions to the official members to vote in accord- 
ance with the views and wishes of the Governor. 

Lord GranvILLE: There would be certain occasions when I confess 
they would be bound to do so, but I deny that all are expected to vote 
with the Governor under every circumstance. So far from that being 
the case, I have known cases where certain official members voted with 
unofficial members against the Governor. 

Mr. Horsman: I am very glad to have the opportuni

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Buckingham’s despatch :—‘‘ A member of the Government will under 
all circumstances support the Governor with his vote, and I trust, in 
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a feeling has grown upamongst the natives that when there are cases

in the event of his acting contrary to these instructions I shall not 
be displeased to learn that. the Governor had suspended him forthwith 
from the exercise of his official functions.” 

Lord GraNnvILLE: Notwithstanding what you say, the fact as I have 
stated it is correct ; the official members, upon any important question 
or orders from the Home Government, would be bound to vote with 
the Governor, but there are many questions not of such importance, 
where, as occurs in frequent cases in the House of Commons, the mem- 
bers of the Government are free to pursue their own line of conduct. 

Mr. Horsman: It is felt that the real value of the Council consists 
in the unofficial clement, which is the only one that represents the 
wishes and wants of the community, and in the Council of Singapore 
the official members are in a decided majority. 

Lord GRANVILLE: Not so very decided ; the numbers are very nearly 
equal. 

Mr. Horsman: The officials are cight or nine, and the unofficials 
three, and it is felt that the Governor in Council has a majority at his 
back by which he can carry any measure he pleases. The unofficial 
members, feeling themselves helpless, are growing dissatisfied. One of 
them has lately resigned, and the Governor cannot fill up his place, 
although he has endeavoured to induce one or two of the most influ- 
ential English residents to accept it. I have myself seen a letter from 
one of the unofficial members protesting most strongly against a con- 
tinuance of the present state of things, an declaring his intention of 
never entering the Council Chamber again. I will now ask your lord- 
ship’s attention to two or three instances of the spirit in which the 
vovernment of the Straits is being carricd on. The new Governor is 
a°’military man, and came from a decaying Scttlement in the West 
Indies to a colony, young, healthy and vigorous; and whereas it was 
the custom of the old Indian Government to leave well alone, his 
policy has been to leave nothing alone. The Straits Settlements were 
called upon by the Colonial Oflice to prove that their revenue equalled 
the expenditure, and they did prove it, and this was the condition of 
affairs when the Governor entered upon his functions; but now within 
two ycars there is a deficit. 

Lord GRANVILLE: We had better postpone any discussion on the 
finance part of the matter. Sofar as 1 am informed, judging from the 
statement you have been good enough to send me, you are not correct 
as to the finances. This arises partly from your not knowing that 
certain estimates were not allowed. The estimate, for instance, to 
carry out the scheme for building stenmers has been suspended, and 
there are other items under consideration, and which are not likely to 
be allowed. It would be a waste of time, therefore, to discuss this 
matter until we have got from Sir H. Ord an answer to the questions 
addressed to him. 

Mr. Horsman: The new Governor has certainly talked of increased 
taxation, which looks very suspicious, but it is a great satisfaction to 
learn that this most important matter is already receiving your lord- 
ship’s attention, and I will leave it to refer to another. Before the 
new Government was formed, the Straits Settlements were absolutely 
free from all restrictions on trade. But while our neighbours in the 
East, the Dutch, are gradually retreating from the restrictive policy of 
which they have seen the folly, the new Governor of the Straits is 
adopting their retrograde system, and seeking to establish restrictions 
where none before existed. Mr. Horsman then referred to the Pilotage 
Bill, the Quarantine Bill, the Passenger Act, &c., and in answer to a 
remark of Lord GRANVILLE that these were possibly introduced in order 
to assimilate the system in the colony to the terms of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, said that the measures complained of were passed by 
the Legislative Council of Singapore, not by orders of the Home Go- 
vernment; that one, if not more of them, had been returned from the 
Colonial Office'for modification ; and that the fact remained that none 
of the restrictions imposed had been known under the old Govern- 
ment, and the introduction of them could not fail to be vexatious and 
irritating to both Europeans and natives. He then went on to say: 
The native temper is a thing to be very much studied by the Governor 
in these Settlementa, but it would hardly appear that he has given 
himeelf that trouble. He wanted to raise his revenue, and one mode 
he hit upon was taxation of native processions of whatever kind, 
funeral, marriage, or any other. 

Lord GraNVILLE: That ] understand is given up. 

Mr. HorsMan: I am informed that the inspector of police represented 
to the Governor that the proposed impost would create go strong a feel- 
ing among the native population that it ought tobe given up entirely, 
and the Governor has consented to reduce the tax, though not to repeal it. 
While on the subject of interfering legislation there is another measure 
of which I shall be glad to have your lordship’s disapproval, as 1 am 
happy to know it had that of your predecessor in oflice. I allude to 
the Deportation Act of 1867. You have in your office a full history 
of that measure, in the form of a protest by the Chief Justice, who says 
it passed the Council at a single sitiing, without any previous notice 
of it whatever being given; and he describes it (I use his own words) 
as at ‘‘ variance with the elementary principles of justice, and utterly 
repugnant to British law.” The Duke of Buckingham agreed with 
that description of it, and he sent back the Act for reconsideration ; 
but is it any wonder that the natives have been stricken with alarm 
at its provisions, and that large numbers (I hear it stated 2,000) have 
left the Settlement ? 

ae GRANVILLE: That I must tell you is denied by the Governor 
entirely. 

Mr. Horsman: There is one other point to which I have to call 
your lordship’s attention. It is not exceptional, because I admit it 
is the same with other colonies as with the Straits Settlements, but it 
acta very unfortunately in Singapore, for which not the local but the 
Imperial Government is to blame. I refer to the removability of the 
judges by the Governor. Before this change of government took place 
the system in vogue was most popular and efficacious. Since the change

A Chinese tradesman who had repeatedly applied for payment of an 
account against the Government asked Mr. D. how he should proceed, 
and on being advised to enter an action, replied, ‘‘ How can you ex- 
pect the judge to decide against the Governor? he might be dismissed 
the next day.” Now that representa a prevalent feeling (I am not 
arguing that it is a sensible onc) among the native population, and it 
is enough to poison the native mind. 

lord GRANVILLE: Notwithstanding what you attest, the system is 
one that gives very general satisfaction. If you adopt a system in one 
Crown colony you must adopt it in all; in colonies having a House of 
Parliament and popular representation the plan may be subject to 
modification. 

Mr. Horsman: I quite agree with your lordship as to the propriety 
of modifying the system according to circumstances, and in the case I 
am speaking of, if the judges were made responsible to the Home Go- 
vernment only, that would be a great improvement. Iam not at all 
saying that the absolutely independent position held by the judges in 
England would be desirable in the Straits. 

Lord GraNnvILLE: I hope that when the natives find the judges do 
their duty the existing prejudice will wear off. 

Mr. Horsaan: To recur for one moment to the expenditure of the 
Colony, it docs appear very extravagant if we take one illustration of 
it, and which I believe bas already come under your lordship’s notice. 
I refer to the new Government-house. When the present Governor 
went to Singapore the salary attaching to his office was raised from 
£4,200 to £5,000 a-year, which is surely qnite enough! But it was not 
thought so by him, for he applied for an inerease of £2,000. The late 
Governor, (teneral Cavanagh, had, previous to the expiry of his office, 
received the sinection of the Governor-General of India to the pnr- 
chase of a property suitable for the Governor's residence at a very 
moderate cost; bat the new Governor did not favour it with his ap- 
proval, and ordered estimates and plans for a palace in a different 
locality. It is not to the mere fact of a suitable residence being 
asked that objection is taken; on the contrary, there was every dis- 
position in the colony to meet the Governor liberally and with kind 
feeling ; but there is the gravest objection to the scale on which this 
building has been carried on and the expense incurred on it. It ig 
calculated that it will cost some £60,000 before it ia finished and far- 
nished, and this is one quarter of the revenue of the colony! 

ay GRANVILLE: There will certainly be no sanction to one half of 
that. 

Mr. Horssan: Two years ago, before the change of Government, 
the whole community of the Straits were peaceful and prosperous, 
whereas now— 

Lord GranviILie: They were nevertheless always complaining, I 
think, to the Indian Government. 

Mr. Horsman: Iam well aware that they from time to time made 
representations to the Indian Government if edicts passed in Calcutta 
(not by the local Government) were defective or injurious to the special 
interests of the Straits, and in nine cases oul of ten an immediate 
remedy was applied. They now, however, in reality feel themselves 
injured by a Government existing in the midst of them. The manner 
in which your lordship has met the various representations made to 
you justifies the judiciousness of the course these zentlemen have 
adopted in coming to your lordship. They might have gone to Par- 
liament first, but out of respect to your lordship they have thought it 
right in the first instance to seek an interview with you, and I ven- 
tured to assure them that, from what I know of your lordship, we had 
only to convince you that there was a grievance to ensure prompt re- 
dress. The subject is one well worth your attention, and if I have 
succeeded in making that clear to your mind I shall have discharged 
my duty. We feel that prompt action is required, and we are glad to 
find you have already to some extent anticipated us. All that we com- 
plain of has taken place within the last two years, and the mischief is 
still going on. Gentlemen just arrived from Singapore and Penang 
are here, ready to afford your lordship any information you may re- 
aw I myself bave avoided details, giving you but a bare outline of 
the case. 

Lord GRANVILLE: Tam much obliged to the deputation for doing 
me the honour to wait upon me. To one new to his office the opinion 
of everyone who knows the colony and is deeply interested in its wel- 
fare is exceedingly valuable, and I hope you will come as freely as pos- 
sible to discuss with me its interests. With regard to the finances, 
we will postpone that until we are able to give a more full and com- 
plete answer to the points. There is one matter referred to by Mr. 
Horsman which is very important, and if you will be good enough to 
state what is the notion of improving the Council, I shall be obliged. 
eer raeaga said a vacancy had occurred which it was very difficult 
to up. 

Mr. Horsman: As rezards the number of members in the Council, 
I am told that in the Mauritius the unofficial members were in a 
majority, and I asked Mr. Frazer how it was that the Government 
went on so smoothly as it appeared to do. He says that the present 
satisfactory state of things dates from the time when a non-military 
governor, who studied the interests of the colony, was appointed, and 
that under his administration nothing but good has resulted from the 
existing constitution of the Council. 

Mr. Napizr: The question was left untouched by the Straits Aaso- 
ciation as to whether the unoffi:ial members should be elective or 
otherwise., It is left to your lordship to determine what method 
should be adopted. 

Lord GranvILLE: I do not think that in an Asiatic colony, where 
the unofficial members are nominated by the Governor out of a small 
number of Europeans, that these gentlemen ought to have a prepon- 
derating power over the Governor and his ofticials. 

Mr. Horsman: The community is a commercial one, in which the 
interesta of the Chinese and other traders are fully represented by 
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Europeans ; the prosperity of both is derived from one and the game 
source. 

Lord GranviLie: Is the selection of the unofficial members by the 
Governor to be limited to the Europeans ? 

Mr. Horsman: Oh, no; there is no reason why he should not make 
selection from among the Chinese. 

Lord GraNnaILLE: Do you recommend he should ? 

Mr. Horsman : I should leave it to your lordship ; there are eminent 
natives fit for the position, whether he choose to nominate them or 
not. Iam told that Chinese are actually elected to the municipal 
board. But the fact is that the Chinese are wishful to see Europeans 
in the Council. 

Mr. Narrer: I think your lordship would best get over the diffi- 
culty by reducing the number of official members of the Council. 

Lord Granvitte: The point is whether you should give an absolute 
majority in the Legislature to the non-official members of it, these 
being the moat intelligent, richest, and most respectable men there, 
but still a very small class, there being some eighty or ninety thousand 
natives you have to govern. 

Mr. Horsxan : It is 80 in some other colonies — Mauritius and 
Trinidad, for example. 

Lord Granvitie : But I am told the Mauritius Legislature does not 
work so smoothly as is represented. Mr. Horsman has stated that 
there ig no complaint whatever against the members that have been 
already nominated to the Council. 

Mr. Napigr: Certainly not; the appointments referred to have met 
the highest approval both of Europeans and Chinese. 

Lord GranvILLE: As regards the cost of Government House, have 
they opposed it? 

Mr. Napizr: The original vote of 100,000 dollars was proposed by 
one of the unofficial members and seconded by another, and an addi- 
tional vote since taken to account of the house has also been sanctioned 
by them, and for the reason, as one of them expresses it in writing to 
a friend, that were the building not carried on to completion it would 
remain a standing monument of their folly. It must be borne in 
mind that on the Governors first arrival there was every disposition to 
treat him with the greatest kindness and liberality, and the unofficial 
members seem to have been surprised into the original vote. 

Lord GranvitiE: I hope the gentlemen of the deputation will bear 
in mind that when I argue a little against their views it is not in the 
least degree because I am at variance with their representations, but 
with a view of as far as possible secing both sides of the question. 
You may take it that we are looking as sharply as possible after the 
expenditure. The European community in the Straits are very lightly 
taxed, I believe ? 

Mr. Napier: Irrespective of taxation on excigable articles, the as- 
sessmenta on houses paid by Europeans are very heavy—ten per cent. 
i their rental. From £50 to £75 a-year under this head is a common 
thing. 

Mr. Horsman : I am gure the gentlemen of the deputation are very 
giad to find that your lordship’s interest is excited in the matters be- 
fore your notice to-day, and more especially so that on one of the most 
important points—that of the increased expenditure—your lordship 
has already anticipated them. 

The usual courtesies were exchanged, and the deputation withdrew. 


Foreign Frtelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, May 18. 

Parliamentary affairs are dull, public attention being chiefly directed 
to the forthcoming elections, which are to take place early in June. 
Half the members of the Second Chamber of the States-General must 
resign, and moat of them will offer themselves for re-election. Messrs. 
Lidth de Jeude, de Bosch Kemper, and J. J. Rochussen have, however, 
declined to become candidates again. I need not say that the papers 
are even now filled with articles in favour of or in opposition to candi- 
dates; and it is of no use to add that this paper war is a most unmiti- 
gated nuisance. It is even more tiresome than it used to be, as the 
number of M.P.s will be augmented by five, and most of the established 

pers are enlarged, while at the same time a great number of new ones 
have been started, now that the stamp-duty is on the point of being 
abolished. 

The ex-Minister Heemskerk has interpellated the Cabinet about the 
diaturbances whieh, according to a despatch of Mr. Reuter, have oc- 
curred in the neighbourhood of Batavia. I have already informed you 
of the statement of the Minister that he had received a telegram, saying 
that disturbances had occurred at Bekassi, which had been subse- 
quently suppressed, and the last assertion was confirmed by a private 
telegram received by the Nieuwe Rotterdam Courant. But neverthe- 
less the public is anxiously waiting for the next mail, which is ex- 
pected on the 16th inst., when particulars of the affair will probably 
become known. The curiosity isthe more excited in consequence of 
the Minister’s statement that he could not publish the entire tenor of 
the Batavia telegram. It is quite natural that the public thinks the 
matter worse than it will perhaps turn out to be. 

In the last sittings of the Second Chamber the Budgets of the Weat- 
India Colonies passed, aud Mr. van Goltstein once more interpellated 
the Cabinet about the mode in which the India Railway Company con- 
tracted for its last loan guaranteed by the State, to which question the 
Minister gave a satisfactory reply. 

The papers are discussing with great vigour the last brochure of 
Mr. des Amorie van der Hoeven, which I alluded to in my last letter. 
The Liberal papers defend their policy as well as they ean ; but I think 
that this little book represents the first step which must inevitably 
lead 80 @ rupture amongst thé liberal party. 
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The Vaderland says that the Cabinet intends to lay before the 
members a Bill, by which the system of promoting naval officers will 
be altered. Till now promotion has gone by seniority; but should 
this Bill become law it will be conducted by selection alone. 

The Jason will sail in a few weeks with troops for India. Mr. J. N. 
Servaas has been appointed Consul at Saigon. At the last meeting of 
the Dutch Missionary Society the financial returns were published. 
The receipts amounted to f.24,354.19c, and the expenditure to 
f.26,312.92)c. Messrs. P. L. Gysman, 8. A. Schilstra, and L. J. 
Seegers, will shortly leave for Tjandjoer, Cheribon, and Indramajoe as 
missionaries. 

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The discount market continues very unsettled, and the tighjness of 
money is on the increase. The general aspect of the market gives 
rise to the belief that ratos will still be higher, and that a further 
advance in the official minimum will be made in a short time. There 
has been some fluctuation in the home funds. The tone of the foreign 
stock market has been very heavy, notwithatanding the better prices 
on the other Continental markets. Most descriptions show a decline, 
a belief that we are on the eve of still dearer money being the main 
cause for sales being pushed. Dutch Two-and-a-Half per Cents., 544; 
Three per Cents., 63§; Four 8 Oents., 86; Trading Company, 128}; 
Netherlands [ndia Trading Bank, 62; India Railway Company, 49 ; 
do. warranted, 92}. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Correz.—The market is very dull, and prices have declined. Holders, 
however, refuse to operate at the cheaper rates, so that no transactions 
have taken place. The only one to report is 4,485 b. Java, ex Gari- 
baldi. The prices did not transpire. Good ordinary Java is now 
quoted nominally 40 to 404c. 

Raw Suaar.—The market is rather dull, and a very small business 
is being done. A few transactions have taken place in the Amstcrdam 
market, viz., 1,356 mats Sourabaya, No. 14, ex Petronella, at 35$f.; 
829 mats Passaroeang, No. 12 to 13, at 35} to 354f.; 1,775 mats Pas- 
saroeang, ex Golden City, No. 12, at 85}f. The stock in bond was on 
the 30th April 40,463,698 kilo., and the unsold stock of the Trading 
Company 96,705 mats, of which 70,400 mats are to be offered in public 
sale on the 25th inst. The private stock was 11,298 mats. 

Rice.—No alteration in prices, the business being dull and limited. 
Sales 1,050 b. Java, ex Johannes Lodewyk ; 1,086 b. do., ex Noach II. ; 
4,060 b. Java, ex Dageraad. The prices did not transpire. 

SPICES are very dull, a little business passing in nutmegs, No. 1 and 
2. The present quotations are :—Nutmegs, No. 1,96 to 97c.; No. 2, 
87 to 88c.; mace, D, 145c. ; E, 140c.; Amboyna cloves No. 26}, 29%c. 

Tobacco.—There has been no improvement in the market since the 
departure of the last mail; the demand for all Java growths is very 
firm. Holders of the finer classes, of which there are but little offer- 
ing, are firm at high rates. Thestock of Manila is not important, and 
we may thus wait for improved rates. The stock of Java amounts to 
4,262 bales. 

Drvuas.—Camphor very quiet, and but little offering. Cubebs may 
be bought at 22 to 23c. Long Pepper: The stock is small and no- 
thing can be bonght under 18 to 19c. Cassia Fistula: Floating par- 
cels are on offer. Cassia Lignea: Nominal, 77 to 78c. Cassia Vera, 
647 b., ex Maria Sarah, sold at secret prices. Preserved Ginger is 
quoted 77 to 78c. Inferior, 75c. Vanila meets with a good demand, 
and prices are much higher, owing to the advices from Java. 

Ratrans.—100 piculs, ex Isaac da Costa; 170 piculs, ex Jannetje, 
and 63 piculs, ex Noach II., have changed hands. 

Inpico.—Prices are firm, but transactions very limited. Of the 
145 b.

Tan Barnpist Rovre.—tThe representatives of Governments and rail- 
way companies interested in the overland route to India by Brindisi 
have held conferences for some time past at Munich and Stuttgard. 
As the result of the deliberations, it is now proposed to run a train 
daily to and from Ostend and Brindisi. The train will be in commu- 
nication with the 7.25 a.m. train from London, and the 2.45 p.x. train 
from Ostend. The whole distance from London to Verona by this 
train will be run in fifty-four hours. <A special weekly train to meet 
the Indian mail at Alexandria will leave Verona every Saturday. 
Alexandria will be reached at the same time as by the steamer from 
Marseilles on Friday. The sea voyage will thus be lessened by seventy 
hours, and the net gain will be twelve hours. 

TH Queen has approved of Mr. Leon Hernandez as Consul at Ran- 
goon for the Belgian Government. 
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We understand that the second of the two companies recently 
formed for supplying direct telegraphic communication with India 
and the Far East, namely, “ The Direct English, Indian, and Austra- 
lian Submarine Telegraph Company,” is for the present in abey- 
ance. This company, it will be remembered, is the one which pro- 
posed to lay a light and cheaply-made cable, on Mr. Varley’s plan, 
from Falmouth to Alexandria, via Gibraltar and Malta, without 
touching the Continent of Europe. It is stated that operations 
may yet be resumed, and we shall be glad to find this verified, for 
the new system is surely worthy of a trial. In the meanwhile, 
however, the British Indian Company remains master of the field- 

In consequence of the entire absence of demand for India, and 
the decided advance in the Continental exchanges, bar silver is 
very flat, and sales have been effected at 604d., showing @ decline 
of 4d. Mexican dollars are scarce, and remain at the last quota- 
tion, 593d., with no large amount of business doing. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Pera, from Southampton on the 15th inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£10,000; to Bombay, £10,000; to Madras, £1,785; in silver to 
Hong Kong, £24,862; total in gold, £21,785 ; in silver £24,862. 

The Yorkshire Post states that a meeting of the creditors of Mr. 
M‘Mahony, woolstapler,, whose suspension, with liabilities of 
£20,000, occurred recently, has been held at Bradford. A com- 
position of 7s. 6d. in the pound was offered. The meeting came to 
the resolution to require the insolvent to make an assignment of 
his estate for the benefit of his creditors, for whom assignees were 
appointed. 

At an adjourned meeting of the creditors of Messrs. W. Dickin- 
son and Sons, of Blackburn, who recently failed, it was resolved to 
accept a composition of 12s. 6d. in the pound, payable by half- 
yearly instalments of 2s. 6d. each. 

Mr. Charles Bennington, manufacturer, of Blackburn, has been 
obliged to suspend payment ; his total liabilities are estimated at 
£9,300. 

The Bank of Holland has raised its rate of discount from 3 to 33 
per cent. 

Morris's Directory for China Japan and the Philippines (1869,) 
is by far the most complete and accurate work of its kind ever pub- 
lished in China.

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ABUSES IN THE TEA TRADE. 
The following circular letter, dated 12th inst., has been issued by 
Messrs. J. C. Sillar and Co. :— : 


Gentlemen,—As the Mail for China departs to-morrow, and the 
routine of business will be interfered with next week, owing to the 
intervention of the Whitsuntide holidays, we publish our usual Bi- 
Monthly Circular to-day, and take the opportunity to make some re- 
marks upon the exciting occurrences which have taken pace in this 
market during the past few days. We allude to the determination of 
a few of the large dealers to resist the payment of the usual half per 
cent. Buying Brokerage—a movement which we regard as most im- 
eee and short-sighted, as far as the dealers themselves are concerned, 

ut which we believe and hope will end in great good, and further the 
interests of the trade generally. Attention has recently been called 
to the abuses in the Tea trade, and its unprosperous condition, which 
has now become notorious, has been in a great measure accounted for. 

Who are the parties principally to blame in the matter? We un- 
hesitatingly answer, the brokers themselves. As guardians of the 
trade, with them alone rests the responsibility of ali the abuses com- 
plained of. We write in no unfriendly spirit, but in the sincere hope 
that at the meeting of the Tea Brokers’ Association, to be held on the 
20th instant, the matters complained of may be brought forward and 
fairly discussed. ‘“ A false balance is abomination to the Lerd, but 
a just weight is His delight.” As an example of the manner in which 
this has been set aside by ‘‘ Trade Custom,” we give an actual tran- 
saction—190 half-chests of Tea are sold weighing nett by the Queen’s 
Scales 10,226 Ibs., but the account sales are rendered to the importers 
of the Tea as 190 half-chests weighing nett only 9,846 lbs. Again, 
the Teas are sold at three months—that is to say, the Tea to be de- 
livered and the money paid at the expiration of three months from 
the date of purchase. Ff the Teas are required, however, before that 
time, as is generally the case, according to another ‘‘ trade custom ” 
the bnyer is again allowed to deduct a certain amount from 
the purchase-money; the full weight of the tea being required, how- 
ever, although it, as well as the money, is handed over before the ap- 
pointed time. The word which has been substituted for a very dis- 
agreeable and unblessed word representing this bite from the purchase 
money is ‘‘interest’’ or “discount,” under which false name the 
abominable transaction has been allowed to pass hitherto almost un- 
challenged, few suspecting the true nature and meaning of it. It rests 
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with the Tea Brokers’ Association, as we have before said, to remed 

these evils, to enact that the Queen's weights shall be taken by bot 

parties, and that the purchase-money be handed over full weight and 
without deduction when the teas are delivered. These two abuses 
alone amount to upwards of ten times the amount of the buying 
brokerage. For their own interests, we should advise the trade 
to employ a broker, except at public auction, which, we feel 
satisfied, ought to be perfectly free and open, the present 
syatem being generally admitted to be far from creditable, 
the teas in few instances getting fair play. The demoralising 
system of buying over should be put a stop to. In consequence 
of a letter which we had the honour of addressing to the Court of 
Aldermen on the subject, some years ago, the clause forbidding brokers 
to buy and sell on their own account, was struck out of the rules, and 
many have thus been saved from the crime of perjury. Past expe- 
rience, however, has proved the system to be unsound, and it would 
be well if those who still buy on their own account should style them- 
selves “ jobbers,” and charge a small profit to the trade, but in nowise 
sign contracts as brokers, or receive a brokerage upon the sale of their 
own goods. Should our fellow brokers give the above subjects the 
attention they deserve, and act impartially and in accordance with 
atrict justice between buyer and seller, and for their own sakes not 
combining the discreditable traffic of money lending, as at present 
practised, with their own honourable profession, we feel satisfied the 
trade generally would assume a very different aspect and the brokers 
would have no reason to fear either disestablishment or disendowment.
